aiBOB it tljcrcfors SDccIarcS miS OBiintfeb, by The KING'sMost 
h.xccllent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the 
passing of this Act, no Bill of Indictment shall be returned a true Bill, by 
any Grand Jury in Ireland, unless the same hath been fouml by the Jui-ors 
upon the Evidence of Witnesses for the Crown, sworn in Court and 
produced before them, witli such other lawful Evidence as the nature of 
the case may require or admit of. 

AND whereas by an Act passed in the Fiftieth Year of the Ilcign of 
Ills present fthijesty. it was amongst oilier things Enacted, “ 'J’liat if any 
Person who hath given or shall give any Information or Examination upon 
oath, against any Person or Persons, for any oHence against the Laws, hath

away and secreted, as not to be able lo give Evidence on the Trial of tlic 
Person or Persons against whom such Information or Examination was 
given, the Information or Examination of such Person, so taken on oath, 
shall be admitted inallCourts of Justice in /yetoc/, as Evidence on theTrial 
orTrials of the Person or Persons respectively against whom such Informa- 
tion or Examination was given ; provided always, that the Information 
or Examination of a witness secreted shall not be Evidence, unless it shall 
be found on a collateral Issue, to be put to the Jury trying the Prisoner, 
that the Person so secreted was secreted by the Person then on Tiial, 
or by some Person or Persons acting for him or her or in his or her 
favour;” BE it further Enacted, That so long as the said recited 
Enactment shall be in force, the Informations or Examinations therein 
mentioned shall be Evidence to the Grand Jury upon the Bill, as well as 
on the Trial of the Person or Persons against whom such Information 
or Examination was given, under the provision in the sakl Act made, 
as hereinbefore recited. 
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
